PETITIONS have been started 
to try to reverse a decision to 
close Newmarket's household 
waste tip. 

The recycling centre is one of 
seven across Suffolk which are due 
to close on May 9 to help save £42 
million from the county council's 
budget. 

But angry residents have started 
campaigning to try to stop the closure. The 
county council has suggested that 
Newmarket residents should take their 
waste to the Mildenhall dump, which will 
stay open. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the mayor, and Cllr Joy 
Uney, Labour members of the town 
council, collected more than 100 signatures 
on a petition in around an hour in the 
town’s Guineas shopping centre on 
Tuesday. 

Norfolk Avenue resident Alan Brown has 
also started an online petition on the 
county council’s website, which had 
received 34 signatures by Tuesday. 

A separate petition opposing all seven 
waste site closures had attracted more than 
1,800 signatures on the county council’s 
website. 

Mr Brown said: “Again, the people of 
Newmarket come off second best as they 
expect us to put our hands in our pocket 
and travel at least 21 miles, costing time 
and money and polluting the earth with 
more car emissions. 

“It is obvious what will happen - 
flytipping will increase, more waste will be 
put in the collection bins, the lorries will 
have to make more journeys and people 
will have bonfires polluting the atmo¬ 
sphere.” 

Cllr Jefferys said the town council’s 
finance and policy committee had 
expressed “serious concern” at the closure 
and was insisting that the county council 
carried out an impact assessment.

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Shooting 
leads to 
arrests 

FIVE men were arrested 
after a shooting incident at 
a travellers’ site. 

Police were called to the 
Willow Park site at Beck 
Row, near Mildenhall, after 
a report that a vehicle had 
been shot at. 

No-one was hurt in the 
incident, which happened 
at 7.15pm last Thursday, 
but police subsequently 
arrested five people. 

Later in the evening, two 
men were arrested at 
Newmarket Police Station 
on suspicion of conspiracy 
to murder. 

The men, a 42-year-old 
from London and a 39- 
year-old from Spain, were 
taken to Bury St Edmunds 
police station for ques¬ 
tioning. 

Three men were arrested 
in and around Beck Row. A 
74-year-old from the Mil¬ 
denhall area was arrested 
on suspicion of possession 
of an offensive weapon, 
and a 28-year-old and a 38- 
year-old, both from the 
Mildenhall area were arres¬ 
ted on suspicion of attem¬ 
pted murder. 

Extra police were in the 
Beck Row area the follow¬ 
ing day. 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
woman said: “The persons 
involved in this inquiry are 
known to each other.” 

The incident follows two 
arson attacks on the night 
of February 16, when 
around £36,000 damage 
was caused. 

A forklift and a grabber 
machine were damaged at 
a scrapyard in Skeltons 
Drove, Beck Row. 

About six hours later 
stables and barns nearby 
were destroyed in a blaze. 

Willow Park was set up 
nearly 10 years ago amid 
controversy after council 
planners initially refused 
permission for the privately- 
owned site. 

Planning permission was 
later granted by a Govern¬ 
ment inspector.

Celia’s out 
to boost 
sax appeal 

PIANO teacher Celia Waterhouse 
is one of 150 musicians learning to 
play a new instrument as part of a 
charity challenge. 

Mrs Waterhouse, of Silver 
Street, Burwell, is due to play in 
the Clueless in Concert 
performance at Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on Sunday alongside the 
other “novice” musicians. 

They are taking part in the 
“Grade One-a-thon”, in which they 
will all take their Grade One exams 
in their chosen instrument before 
the concert. 

She chose the saxophone, 
which was loaned to her by a local 
music store. 

She said: “I’m getting up to the 
standard now. It’s hard to sustain 
the tone in the instrument. 

“I chose the saxophone because 
we’re supposed to play an 
instrument we’re not familiar with. 

I play the recorder, so the finger 
positions are similar, but the 
mouthpiece is very different.” 

The challenge is in aid of the 
Spinal Injuries Association and 
follows an injury in a fall which left 
Cambridge-based musician Guy 
Llewellyn paralysed from the waist 
down. 

The SIA have also helped 
Newmarket jockeys who have 
suffered serious back and neck 
injuries. 

Mrs Waterhouse has been 
pledged more than £750 for her 
efforts and hopes to raise £1,000. 

Overall, more than £35,000 is 
expected to be raised. People 
attending the concert will also 
have a chance to try out some of 
the instruments in the Guildhall 
foyer from 7pm.

A MULTI-million pound 
scheme to create a tourist 
attraction based on New¬ 
market’s horse racing industry 
has taken a step forward with 
the formal approval of plan¬ 
ning permission. 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council have approved the plans to 
convert part of historic Palace House 
Stables into a new home for the 
National Horseracing Museum. 

Another part of the complex, which 
dates from the reign of King Charles II 
and has been empty for more than 25 
years, is set to be used by the Re¬ 
training of Racehorses charity and will

bring horses back to the stables. 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the 
National Horseracing Museum who is 
also overseeing the Home of Horse¬ 
racing Project at Palace House, said: 
“We’re delighted that the planning 
application has gone through. 

“The museum element was the 
most complex part of the project as it 
involved new build as well as restor¬ 
ation of the existing buildings.” 

He said £6 million had been sec¬ 
ured towards the £10.9 million need¬ 
ed to ensure the project goes ahead. 

But the result of a bid for further 
funding was expected early this year. 

The scheme has come under fire 
from parents of children at nearby All 
Saints Primary School. 

They were disappointed that their 
hopes of extending the school into a 
paddock, which is part of the stables, 
were dashed when councillors ruled 
they could not have any of the land. 

Angry parents have criticised the 
council for putting horses before 
children. 


Mobility scooter man’s 65th birthday drinks led to breath test 


PENSIONER David Hutchinson 
celebrated his 65th birthday 
with a few evening drinks at 
home - then got arrested for 
being drunk in charge of his 
mobility scooter the next 
morning. 

The merry pensioner - who 
was in breach of a suspended 
prison sentence for driving a 
car while disqualified and with 
excess alcohol - appeared 
before magistrates at Bury St 


Edmunds on Tuesday. 

Hutchinson, of The Birches, 
Red Lodge, admitted a charge 
of being drunk in charge of a 
pedal cycle at Red Lodge last 
November. Because the scooter 
was not a mechanically 
propelled vehicle, it counted in 
law as equivalent to a pedal 
cycle. 

Magistrates extended the 
period of his suspended 16 
week prison sentence by three 


months, and ordered him to 
pay a £75 fine and £100 costs. 

Wayne Ablett, prosecuting, 
said a police officer who saw 
Hutchinson riding his elec¬ 
trically powered vehicle and 
gave him a breath test, which 
gave a reading of 125 micro¬ 
grams of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal 
limit for driving is 35 micro¬ 
grams. 

Claire Lockwood, mitigating 


for Hutchinson, said the period 
of his suspended sentence had 
now expired and he had 
complied with it, including a 
curfew condition. 

She said: “This is the first 
breach of the order, which is 
now finished and I feel it would 
be unjust to activate the 
suspended sentence now. 

“He fully accepts that he was 
under the influence of alcohol, 
but due to his diabetes alcohol 


takes longer to be absorbed 
into his body, which would 
make the reading higher. 

“He had celebrated his birth¬ 
day the night before with his 
92-year-old father and drank a 
bit more than usual. 

“He was celebrating because 
he did not think he would see 
65, as he has a number of health 
problems. He has had two 
cancer operations and is still 
under the care of the hospital.”

concerned about the safety of children 
attending Houldsworth Valley Primary 
School and others crossing Exning 
Road. 

“I strongly support the campaign for a 
pedestrian crossing.”

“We know what the impact will be,” 
he said. 

“At best, people will be putting 
more in their black (household) waste 
bins and at worst they will be fly- 
tipping. 

“Suffolk is supposed to be the 
greenest county, but it’s not going to 
be very green if you close the re¬ 
cycling centres.” 

He said the petition would be used 
as evidence of public concern about 
the closure and would be sent to Cllr 
Lisa Chambers, the county council’s 
portfolio holder for waste who also 
represents Newmarket and Red 
Lodge. 

She has argued the closure is nec¬ 
essary to help save £2.3 million from 
the council’s waste budget. But 
people would still be within 20 min¬ 
utes travelling time of their nearest 
tip.

Getting tough on 
converter thieves

THEFTS of exhaust 
system components 
have continued as the 
launched a 
to combat the 
offences which have 
cost vehicle owners 
thousands of pounds. 

A free session to mark the 
catalytic converters, which 
remove harmful emissions 
from vehicle exhausts, was 
staged at the East of England 
Ambulance Trust’s depot at 
Barton Mills. 

Police officers stamped the 
vehicle registration numbers 
on each converter, which was 
also marked with a heat¬ 
proof paint. 

The scheme is aimed at 
discouraging thefts - mainly 
from vans and pick-up trucks. 

Det Insp Andy Footer said: 

“Since December, catalytic 
converters have been target¬ 
ed all over the county, but 
predominantly in West Suf¬ 
folk, with 52 stolen. It can

Road checks 
lead to fines 
for drivers 

A DISQUALIFIED driver was 
arrested when police and other 
agencies staged a day of checks on 
roads across Suffolk. 

One of the checkpoints was on 
the All at Barton Mills, where 
officers taking part in Operation 
Utah, which also involved neigh¬ 
bouring counties including Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Essex. 

Officers used Automated Number 
Plate Recognition technology to 
identify vehicles on the road with¬ 
out insurance and other documents. 

A 20-year-old man from Soham 
was later charged with driving while 
disqualified and was due to appear 
before magistrates in Bury St 
Edmunds today. 

At Barton Mills, 165 vehicles were 
stopped and three were seized for 
being used without insurance. A 
total of 59 fixed penalty tickets were 
issued for a range of motoring 
offences including driving without 
the relevant licence and having no 
MoT test certificate. 

Four vehicle defect certificates 
were issued and HM Revenue and 
Customs issued two fines totalling 
£1,000 for misuse of red diesel 
which should only be used for farm 
vehicles. 

Trading standards also gave 
advice to six people about their use 
of vehicles. 

Across Suffolk more than 500 
vehicles were stopped. 

Insp Julian Ditcham, of Suffolk’s 
Roads Policing Unit, said: “We hope 
that this operation has further 
demonstrated our commitment to 
working with our partners to tackle 
crime on Suffolk’s roads.”

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Police freeze costs to lighten community tax burden

COUNCIL tax payers will not 
pay any more for the police in 
Suffolk from April. 

The county’s Police Auth¬ 
ority agreed on Monday to 
freeze tits part of the annual 
council tax demand at last 
year’s levels. 

Suffolk County Council has 
also agreed to freeze its council 
tax demand and Forest Heath 
District Council is due to 
follow suit. 

It means an average band D 
property will pay £160.74 to 


the Police Authority and a total 
of £1,424.70 for all three major 
authorities. Parish and town 
council tax, the smallest part of 
the bill, also has to be added. 

Newmarket Town Council is 
set to increase its tax from 
£82.35 to more than £88 - an 
increase of about 7 per cent. 

The Police Authority is hav¬ 
ing to cut its budget by £13.5 
million over the next four years 
due to reductions in Govern¬ 
ment funding. 

Colin Spence, Police Auth¬ 


ority chairman, said: “We are 
proud of the fact the cost to 
police Suffolk is the second 
lowest in the country, and we 
will continue to work to keep 
this cost as low as possible for 
our householders, whilst en¬ 
suring a high level of service. 

“We recognise that this will 
not be easy as we face signific¬ 
ant reductions in Government 
funding over the next four 
years.” 

Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said: “Our priority is to con¬ 


tinue to provide the high 
quality policing our com¬ 
munities expect, with a work¬ 
force that will be reduced by 
around 300 people over the 
next four years, and with sig¬ 
nificantly fewer resources. 

“We will be doing all we can 
to protect frontline policing as 
these changes are made, and a 
key way in which we are look¬ 
ing to achieve this is by contin¬ 
ued collaboration with Norfolk 
Constabulary.” 


Superstore faces fight 
on alcohol licence bid

RESIDENTS have staged 
a protest against plans 
by a supermarket chain 
to set up a local store. 

People living near the site for 
the proposed Sainsbury’s Local 
store in Exning Road, New¬ 
market, are objecting to a drinks 
licence application by the 
company. 

They say the new store will 
add to anti-social behaviour and 
vandalism in the area if it is 
granted a licence to sell alcohol¬ 
ic drinks from 6am to midnight. 

Sainsbury’s wants to establish 
a local store, its first in Newm¬ 
arket, in the premises currently 
occupied by the Clean Machine 
launderette. 

The scheme will also hit the 
business of the Costcutter store 
next door to the launderette. 

Raj Mahil, who has run the 
Costcutter store with his wife for 
nearly 12 years, said: “The com¬ 
munity I serve are up in arms 
about this. 

“Their main concern is this 
will be one of the latest licences 
in the town and it will attract 
drunk and disorderly people. 

“We close at 8pm because of 
the trouble we had when we 
stayed open later.” 

Basil Collins, 83, of King Ed¬ 
ward Road, Newmarket, said: 
“This is an example of a big 
supermarket trying to squeeze 
out smaller shops. This is the 
wrong site for a large super¬ 


market. This is a quiet suburban 
area.” 

Cllr Bill Burch, a former 
mayor of Newmarket, said: 
“Sainsbury’s is applying for a 
licence to serve alcohol 18 hours 
a day and that will bring more 
problems to the area.” 


Cllr Ruth Allen, a member of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “We don’t need another 
store selling alcohol here. As 
well as Costcutter, there’s the 
Co-op in Elizabeth Parade. I 
don’t think this will help resi¬ 
dents of Exning Road.” 


But a Sainsbury’s spokes¬ 
woman said the store - which 
would be open 7am to 11pm 
seven days a week - would 
provide more than 20 jobs. 

She said: “Our experience 
shows these stores trade well 
alongside other shops and busi¬ 


nesses and are popular with peo¬ 
ple who rely on having some¬ 
where local to do their shopping. 

“Our customers also appre¬ 
ciate having access to a smaller 
Sainsbury’s in between larger 
weekly shops to top up their 
shopping.” 


Tributes 
paid to 
former 
chairman 

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a former council 
chairman who has died, 
aged 74. 

leremy Newport, who 
lived in Fordham, was a 
member of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council for more than 20 
years and was its chair¬ 
man between 1978 and 
1980. 

He was also chairman 
and non-executive direc¬ 
tor of his family’s sand, 
gravel and ready-mixed 
concrete business, Allen 
Newport, based in Ford- 
ham. 

Richard Stevens, his 
nephew and current 
managing director, said: 
“He was a wonderful 
man and was instru¬ 
mental in bring me into

Racing industry begins court battle over 1,200 homes plan 


LEADING figures from the 
horse racing industry are 
mounting a legal challenge to 
controversial plans for 1,200 
new homes in Newmarket. 

One of the country’s most 
senior judges, Mr Justice 
Collins, is being asked to 
quash Forest Heath District 
Council’s core strategy which 
has identified Lord Derby’s 
Hatchfield Farm, on the edge 
of the town between the A14 
and Fordham Road, as a site 


for housing. 

The racing industry has 
argued that the development 
would threaten the town’s 
status as the historic home of 
the sport as the extra traffic 
would make it more difficult for 
horses to move between their 
stables and the exercise 
gallops. 

The Save Historic New¬ 
market action group together 
with Jockey Club Estates, 
auctioneer Tattersalls, and a 


number of leading trainers 
have banded together to bring 
the challenge which was being 
considered in London’s High 
Court on Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday. 

David Elvin QC, representing 
the racing industry, told the 
judge at the start of the hearing 
that the horse racing industry 
plays an “integral role in the 
special character of New¬ 
market, which is of national 
and international importance”. 


He said the core strategy, 
which sets development 
principles for the next 20 
years, was “unlawful” and 
based on a public consultation 
that was “procedurally flawed” 
and failed to comply with the 
legal requirements for a sus¬ 
tainability appraisal (SA) and a 
strategic environmental 
assessment (SEA) of the pro¬ 
posals. 

He also said the council’s 
consultation process denied 


potential interested parties an 
opportunity to make rep¬ 
resentations on key matters 
including transport issues, 
flood risk and affordable 
housing. 

The deficiencies in the 
consultation process, he said, 
caused “substantial prejudice 
to the public”. 

The council refused Lord 
Derby’s application for plan¬ 
ning permission to build 
1,200 homes on his land in 


June last year. He is appealing 
that decision to the planning 
inspectorate and joined the 
proceedings in support of the 
core strategy. 

His appeal against refusal of 
planning permission is due to 
be held after the result of the 
legal challenge is given. 

The judge has reserved his 
decision which will be given in 
writing at a later date.

Sir, Having recently read your 
article Waste sites face axe to cut 
costs’ I would like to express how 
incredibly shortsighted this is of 
the county council. 

In 2010, the council stopped 
collecting plastic bottles and 
packaging, instead asking the 
homeowner to take their plastic 
waste to the recycling centre. That 
action alone has visibly increased 
the amount of refuse for landfill 
(judging by the number of black 
bags in the village of Isleham on a 
Monday morning) as people are 
either unable or unwilling to take 
material to the recycling centres.

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People’s needs 
aren’t being met 

Sir, I have been in discussion with 
Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) and Suffolk County Council 
(SCC) for more than eight months 
regarding making more land 
available for the use of All Saints’ 
School and the wider community 
from Palace House Paddock. 

As you are aware, we have had the 
Schools Organisation Review 
change to a two-tier system forced 
on us by SCC. This means the 
population of all primary schools 
will increase by 40 per cent, but the 
facilities for sport and play at each 
school will decrease as land is used 
for more classrooms. 

I appreciate that FHDC did not 
make the decision to change to a 
two-tier system but, as they own 
Palace House Yard and Paddock at 
the rear of All Saints’ School, I asked 
FHDC if some land could be made 
available to All Saints’ School. 
However, FHDC have decided to 
convert this establishment, in my 
view contrary to current 
horseracing policy, and have even 
gone to the extent of only saving 
certain parts of the Local 
Development Framework 1995 and 
writing a Core Strategy 2010 to 
enable this to happen. 

This is a school that, according to 
Government guidelines, should 
have an overall area including 
buildings of 10,800 square metres to 
accommodate 210 pupils. Its 
present size is 5,800 square metres - 
just over 53 per cent of the 
recommended size. This is 
happening at a time when the 
Government and district council are 
spending vast sums of money 
encouraging the population to lead 
more active and healthy lifestyles. 
What are FHDC saying to the 
children who will be attending All 
Saints’ School now and in future 
years? 

I have been told that to allow the 
school some of the paddock would 
set a dangerous precedent for the 
racing industry. Sorry, but you have 
already taken the land away from 
the racing industry and intend to 
use it for tourism. 

These horseracing policies are, in 
my view, strangling the town and 
are creating a lack of suitable 
facilities for the population. In fact, 
what does Newmarket have to offer? 
There are far too few amenities 
available for the population. The 
HRPs are not helping the town and 
it is time that FHDC realised that. 
Don’t get me wrong, it is nice to live 
in a town like Newmarket but that is 
changing as quickly as Newmarket 
is rapidly evolving into a town that 
does not have the infrastructure to 
meet its population’s needs. The 
Core Strategy does not go far 
enough to ensure the needs of the 
town are met. Yet FHDC own a 
paddock at the rear of a school and 
would rather it be used for tourism 
than allow schoolchildren part of it 
to improve sport and play facilities. 
While Forest Heath District Council 
continue to hide behind these 
outdated policies and persist in 
making rather ill thought out and 
badly judged decisions regarding 
Newmarket, the town will continue 
to be a town in decline. In fact, I will 


go as go as far to say it is rapidly 
becoming a place with fewer 
facilities for the population than 
some towns in developing 
countries. Shame on you FHDC - 
give some land to the children.

Traffic build-up 
is appalling

Hare coursers fined and car crushed 


A CAR belonging to three 
hare coursers who travelled 
to Six Mile Bottom has been 
crushed after a court 
ordered its destruction. 

Officers from the Rural 
Community Action Team 
had held the Vauxhall Astra 
since catching the three 
men on August 20. 

The vehicle was disposed 
of at Welney Farms, off the 
AJ4 near Dry Drayton last 
Friday. 

Joseph Smith, 51, of 
Paddock Wood, Kent, Will¬ 
iam Smith, 42, of Willing¬ 
ham Avenue, Hastings, and 
Buddy Jarrett, 19, of 


Atterbury Close, Westerham, 
Kent, had travelled up from 
East Sussex. 

They were convicted at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court on 
January 6 and the car was 
ordered to be destroyed. 

The two Smiths were both 
fined £300, ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. Both were also 
given a six-month driving 
ban. Jarrett was fined £100, 
ordered to pay £100 costs 
and £15 victim surcharge. 
He was given a three-month 
driving ban. 

All had pleaded guilty to 
illegal hare coursing. 


Pc Robin Smith, who was 
there to watch the car being 
crushed, said: “Since the 
start of the season in 
August, we have caught 112 
hare coursers. They come 
from around the country 
because of the flat land 
around here, which means 
they get good views of the 
course.” 

He added: “This should 
send out a strong message 
that anyone who comes to 
Cambridgeshire to hare 
course is in danger of 
having their car seized and 
subsequently crushed.” 

■ Three men are due to 


appear in court accused of 
hare coursing. 

Billy Lee, 29, and Danny 
Lee, 26, both of Runwell, 
Essex, and Charlie Smith, 
24, of North Kilworth, 
Leicestershire, are accused 
of trespassing in pursuit of 
game on land at Burnt Fen, 
near Mildenhall, on January 
3. The incident is alleged to 
have involved a police 
helicopter, which was called 
in to track men on the 
ground. 

The three are due to 
appear before magistrates 
in Bury St Edmunds on 
March 1. 


Man arrested after drugs found on lord’s land 


A MAN has been arrested by police 
investigating the discovery of drugs 
growing in a house on Lord Derby’s 
estate at Newmarket. 

The 52-year-old man was arrested 
in Fordham Road, Newmarket, last 
Tuesday on suspicion of illegal 
production of cannabis. 

He was questioned by officers at 


Bury St Edmunds police station 
before being released on bail. He is 
due to respond to bail on April 23. 

Police were called to the house at 
Hatchfield Farm, part of Lord Derby’s 
Stanley Stud, after Lord Derby’s 
brother, Peter Stanley, discovered the 
drugs in a house let to a tenant. 

He is understood to have gone to 


the house after a report of a burglary. 

Nearly 90 plants and growing 
equipment were seized by police. 

It was the third drugs “farm” found 
in houses in Newmarket since 
November. 

Previously, cannabis plants were 
discovered in properties in Rous 
Road and Cheveley Road.

Man faces three

Levy increase is 
welcomed by MR

BETTING shops are 
set to pay more to 
support the horse¬ 
racing industry after 
the Government in¬ 
creased the amount of 
the levy they pay. 

The announcement of a 
rise from 10 per cent to 
10.75 per cent in the head¬ 
line rate of levy has been 
welcomed by Newmarket’s 
MP Matthew Hancock, who 
held a debate in on the 
subject in the House of 
Commons. 

Mr Hancock, who took up 
the issue on behalf of the 
town’s racing industry, said: 
“I am glad the Secretary of 
State has acted to start to

stop the parlous slide in 
racing’s finances. 

“This settlement is a small 


first step in securing the 
future of the sport. More 
important is the clear indi¬ 
cation that the Government 
will act to reform the levy 
and put racing’s finances on 
a sustainable footing. 

“I will continue to work to 
hold the Government to 
that commitment. Security 
for racing’s future cannot 
come soon enough.” 

feremy Hunt, the Sec¬ 
retary of State for Culture, 
Olympics, Media and Sport, 
announced the new 10.75 
per cent rate for betting 
shops in a written state¬ 
ment. 

Bookmakers who derive 
their gross profit from 
spread betting businesses 
will pay 2.15 per cent - an 
increase from the previous 2 
per cent. 

The new flat fee for on- 
course bookmakers will 


increase (in line with RPI) to 
£210, whereas those book¬ 
makers standing solely at 
point-to-point events, har¬ 
ness racing and/or trotting, 
the flat fee will increase (in 
line with RPI) to £166. 

Mr Hunt said: “I estimate 
this will produce levy pro¬ 
ceeds of between £73.7 mil¬ 
lion to £80.8 million (with a 
mid-range figure of £77.25 
million), and believe that 
terms outlined above rep¬ 
resent a fair deal for book¬ 
makers and horseracing.” 

He said he was dis¬ 
appointed the Levy Board 
and the bookmaker’s 
committee had not been 
able to reach agreement on 
the increase earlier.

Man in custody after police operation 


A PROLIFIC criminal 
has been locked up 
after being caught in 
a special police oper¬ 
ation. 

Tobias Stevens, 21,

Stevens appeared 
before magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds last 
Tuesday for stealing 
from a motorcycle 
shop in the town on 
February 5 and two 


drug offences. 

He was already due 
in court accused of 
stealing from the Co¬ 
op store in Elizabeth 
Parade, Newmarket, 
on fanuary 9, and a 
theft in Sudbury. 

Stevens admitted 
all the charges and 
had eight weeks of a 
16-week suspended 
sentence activated. 

He was given an ad¬ 
ditional two weeks, to 


be served consecutive¬ 
ly for the Newmarket 
theft, two weeks con¬ 
secutively for the Bury 
St Edmunds theft, two 
weeks concurrently for 
possession of heroin 
and two weeks con¬ 
currently for poss¬ 
ession of crack co¬ 
caine. 

He received a dis¬ 
charge for the Sudbury 
theft. 

Det Sgt Matt Little 


said: “We are giving 
every person who is

Man jailed for 
street attacks 

Court hears victim thrown against shop window

VICTIMS of drink-fuelled 
violence were stamped on 
and thrown against a shop 
window, a court heard. 

Shaun Thorpe, 20, of St 
Andrews Street, Mildenhall, who 
was caught on CCTV carrying out 
one of the attacks in Mildenhall 
town centre, has been jailed for a 
total of 23 months. 

He was already on bail for an 
incident in fuly when a CCTV 
operator spotted him carrying 
out the second one in November. 

Police have welcomed the sen¬ 
tence, imposed at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

Det Chief Insp Louisa Pepper 
said: “This is an extreme case and 
we do not often see violence of 
this nature in Suffolk. 

“However, it should serve as a 
reminder to everyone to drink in 
moderation, stick together with 
your friends and stay safe when 
on a night out.”

The court heard a man suffered 
head injuries after being stamped 
on in the first incident on the 
morning of fuly 3. 

Thorpe was subsequently 
arrested, charged, and released 


on bail by magistrates. 

Then on the morning of Sun¬ 
day, November 21, he was invol¬ 
ved in further violence in which 
three men were hurt. He hurled 
one against a shop window, 
which did not break, and another 
was thrown to the ground, hitting 
his head. 

Paramedics initially believed 
the victim, Jason Brown, had 
suffered life-threatening injuries, 
said prosecutor Rupert Myers. 

Thorpe admitted a charge of 
causing grievous bodily harm, 
two charges of causing actual 
bodily harm and two assaults. 

Recorder Sandeep Kainth, 
passing sentence, told Thorpe 
that they had been “very, very 
nasty” unprovoked attacks. 

He said: “People like you think 
they can get away with this sort of 
behaviour. The answer is clear; 
no you cannot” 

Stephen Dyble, in mitigation, 
said: “This young man appears to 
have a problem, when he is in 
drink, in controlling his temper."

A CRACKDOWN on 
fraudulent tax credit 
claims by the self- 
employed has been 
launched by HM Rev¬ 
enue and Customs. 

Letters are being 
sent out nationally to 
12,000 self-employed 
people who are clai¬ 
ming tax credits. The 
total includes 400 in 
the Forest Heath dis¬ 
trict, which includes 
Newmarket and Mil¬ 
denhall, and 1,000 in 
the St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council area, 
which includes Haver¬ 
hill. 

Claims which are

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Village school 
Is given praise 

Ofsted inspector notes parents’ satisfaction

SATISFACTORY education 
is being provided by a 
village school which has 
undergone a £3 million 
expansion scheme. 

Inspectors from Ofsted, the 
Office for Standards in Edu¬ 
cation, have just published the 
report on Burrough Green 
Primary School. 

They reported the school, 
which was inspected in Septem¬ 
ber, provides a satisfactory quality 
of education and has a satis¬ 
factory capacity for sustained 
improvement. 

They said: “There are good 
elements in the personal devel¬ 
opment and well-being of the 
pupils and in their care, guidance 
and support.” 

She also praised the school's 
excellent attendance record. 

She said: “Parents are pleased 
with the quality of care and 
education provided and some 
note that ‘there have been many

positive changes’ with new 
school leadership.” 

The report noted that the be¬ 
haviour of the majority of pupils 
was good but the attitudes of 
some of the older children was 
mixed, and some made little 


effort to join in discussions and 
activities. Business enterprise 
activities are highlighted as a 
successful feature, with older 
children involved in producing 
story books for sale to the young 
pupils. 

Improvements needed at the 
school include raising the pupils’ 
attainment in writing and raising 
the quality of teaching and 
learning. 

More monitoring and evalu- 
tion of curriculum planning, 
teaching and learning is required. 

Sue Hall, lead inspector, said in 
a letter to pupils: “To help the 
school more, you might all try 
and make sure that you join in 
discussion times and don’t leave 
it to others to give their ideas and 
do things. 

“Can you also think a bit more 
about what you eat, especially in 
your packed lunches?” 

Pupils have moved into the 
new classrooms as the work on 
the school, which started around 
18 months ago, but an admin¬ 
istration block has yet to be built 
after the demolition of 1970s’ 
school buildings. 


Teenage girl fined for late night assault 


A TRAINEE hairdresser 
has been fined for hit¬ 
ting a man outside a 
nightclub. 

Gemma Parrott, 19, 
claimed she hit the man 
because he had behav¬ 
ed “inappropriately” to¬ 
wards her. 

Parrott, of The Street, 


Holywell Row, Milden- 
hall, was fined £250 at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
after she admitted as¬ 
sault. She was also ord¬ 
ered to pay £80 prosecu¬ 
tion costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. 

The incident happen¬ 
ed outside De Niro’s in 


Newmarket as people 
were waiting for taxis at 
4am on September 5. 

Prosecutor Naomi 
Turner said a drunken 
brawl broke out invol¬ 
ving a group of Polish 
men and other people. 

She said Parrott was 
seen on CCTV hitting a 


Polish man as he walked 
away from her. 

Phillip Sutton, in miti¬ 
gation, said there had 
been a degree of prov¬ 
ocation. 

He added that Parrott 
now realised if she went 
out drinking she needed 
to do so in moderation. 


rHMM ! MPWC Email your Community News to 
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Mildenhall 


■ Members of the committee of the 
Mildenhall and District Twinning 
Association have met to hear news of 
their French counterparts. 

The group, based in the Normandy 
town of Luc-sur-Mer, have proposed a 
visit to England in May. The committee 
is likely to make plans for the 
forthcoming annual meeting, usually 
held in March. 

■ Prior to the last meeting of the full 
Mildenhall Parish Council, members 
heard a special talk by Simon Batey, 
Forest Heath District Council’s tourism 
development officer, about signage in 
the town centre. 

■ Mildenhall is one of several parish 
councils in the local area which 
regularly include a slot on the agenda 
for a particular group of outside 
visitors to give reports. At last month’s 
meeting, Sqdn Ldr Rick Fryer from the 
RAF spoke of forthcoming joint 
exercises, and Sgt Payne from Suffolk 
Constabulary reported some 80 crimes 
in the previous six weeks. 


With Suffolk County Council now in 
the throes of its plans for diversification, 
it was no surprise that Cllr Colin Noble 
was questioned very closely by several 
members of the parish council about 
things such as closure of youth clubs, 
the effects on Mildenhall library and the 
future of the Wamil Court care home, 
also destined for closure. 

While there are some future 
opportunities to attend meetings called 
by various bodies, the main complaints 
were that so-called consultation was 
not really valid, with the general 
decisions having already been taken in 
principle before county council 
members and their officers took the 
podium. 

It was also said members attending 
such future meetings did not want to 
hear the same thing ad nauseam but to 
be involved in genuine consultation, 
however great the need to save money. 
■ Two cases of damage near new 
work in Recreation Way, Mildenhall, 
have now been dealt with, after 
investigative work by council officers. 
The damaged fencing alongside the 
children’s playground has been dealt 


with, while the full council agreed last 
week to build a secondary fence to 
prevent further damage to properties in 
the Turnstone Close area. 

■ Following the success of last year’s 
civic reception, at which many of the 
organisations and clubs in the parish of 
Mildenhall were present, plans for 
another event this year, to be staged on 
March 11, have now been confirmed. 

In addition to agreeing the list of some 
150 invitees, the group made some 
minor changes to last year’s plans and 
agreed six display themes showing 
aspects of local community life. 

What proved to be most satisfactory 
in 2010 was that the council welcomed 
many stalwarts of the local community, 
the people who really make the place 
tick, rather than merely those who are 
sometimes called “the chain gang” ie 
chief councillors and officers from 
neighbouring areas. 

And for those members who liked 
the 20-year traditional council dinner, 
with spouses invited, this was 
continued later in the year with, as 
always, everyone paying their own 
way.

SITUATED on the edge 
of the Fens, 10 miles 
away from bustling 
Cambridge, the village 
of Burwell is a rural 
cluster of family 
homes and cottages 
surrounding the 
beautiful St Mary's 
Church. 

There has been a 
settlement at Burwell 
since pre-history, with 
flint tools having been 
discovered by the spring 
dating from the late 
Neolithic era. Burwell is 
also the site of an 
unfinished castle, located 
in Spring Close. 

In the news: Five things 
you may - or may not - 
know about Burwell: 

■ The name ‘Burwell’ is of 
Anglo-Saxon origin and 
refers to a fort (“burh-”) 
located close to a spring 
(“-well”). 

■ In 1727, 78 people were 
killed in a barn fire while 


watching a puppet show 
at what is now Cuckolds 
Row. The blaze was said to 
be started by an upset 
lantern. 

■ The last remaining part 
of the unfinished castle 
was knocked down 
accidentally in the 1930s 
by the Fire Brigade while 
they were testing one of 


their hoses. 

■ To commemorate the 
Millennium, Priory Wood 
was planted to the west of 
the village. 

■ Burwell is twinned with 
Lizy-sur-Ourcq, Mary-sur- 
Marne and Ocquerre in 
France, though only Lizy 
is mentioned on the 
signposts.

THE medieval market town of 
Mildenhall, near Bury St 
Edmunds, is as bustling today 
as it ever was. Mildenhall has 
a strong retail ethos, with 
markets having taken place 
since the 15th century. 

Visit the many independent 
retailers in the town, which are 
mainly situated around the 
hexagonal Market Cross, 
including Woodstock on Mill 
Street, which provides quality 
pine furniture. Then, stop for tea 
and cakes at a street-corner cafe, 
or enjoy a meal at one of the local 
pubs or restaurants. 

The town is also home of RAH 
Mildenhall, which supports US Air 
Force operations. 

Mildenhall has been in the 
history books over the years: 

■ The Domesday survey of 1086 
recorded that the town was well 
established with a church, a mill 
and a total of 64 families, as well 
as a flock of 1,000 sheep. 

■ The manor of Mildenhall was 
confiscated by the Crown at the 
dissolution of the monasteries in 
1536. It was later bought by a Sir 
Roger North, and was visited by 
King Charles II, who stayed at the 
manor during one of his regular 
visits to Newmarket. 

■ Mildenhall was the starting 
point for the great Melbourne Air 
Race in 1934. In this year - which 
was the centenary of the City of 
Melbourne, Australia - Sir 
Macphearson Robertson agreed 
to sponsor an air race between 
England and Australia in 
celebration of the event. Though 
Londoners might have grumbled 
that the capital city had not been 
chosen as the British base, 


Mildenhall - with its large RAF 
base - proudly stepped up to the 
challenge. 

lust a small farming town at the 
time, with a population of around 
3,000, Mildenhall received huge 
media attention and flocks of 
visitors, including King George V 
and Queen Mary. Britain’s plane 
won the race, with CWA Scott and 
Tom Campbell Black as the crew. 

■ The town was the finding place 
of one of the UK’s finest 4th 


Century Roman silver hoardes in 
1943. One lanuary afternoon, 
during the dark days of the 
Second World War, ploughman 
Gordon Butcher unearthed a large 
metal dish at West Row. 

He and his boss, Sydney Ford, 
continued digging as snow began 
to fall and finally unearthed a total 
of 34 dishes, bowls and spoons. 
They received a £2,000 reward and 
the treasures can now be seen in 
the British Museum.

Trader In 
fight over 
rent move 


A BUSINESSMAN is 
fighting a council 
demand for a three- 
month deposit on the 
unit he has rented for 
14 years. 

Andrew Neal, who runs 
Solutions Cleaning Supplies, 
in James Carter Road, 
Mildenhall, with his wife 
Julie was stunned to get a 
letter from Forest Heath 
District Council asking for 
£J,500 to renew the lease, 

He said: “I‘ve never been 
late with my rent. I could 
understand it if it was 
someone new moving into a 
unit, but I’m an established 
tenant and it will be hard to 
find this kind of money up 
front.” 

Mr Neal, 54, said there was 
no prior notice from the 
council that the terms of the 
lease would be changed. 

“You would think they 
would be giving an incentive 
to businesses to stay, but this 
seems as if they want to drive 
business away from the 
town. 

“There will be a lot more 
empty units if this is the 
council’s attitude.” 

But a council spokes¬ 
woman said: We reviewed 
our industrial unit letting 
policy in 2009, as we were

increasingly facing instances 
where tenants left properties 
without giving notice and 
with repairs and rental 
outstanding. 

“There were also times 
when the sureties, provided 
at the start of the lease, could 
not be found. The council 
taxpayers of Forest Heath 
had to pick up this cost. 

“It was because of this that 
we changed the rules to seek 
the equivalent of three 
months rental in advance, 
whenever we renew or start a 
new lease. 

“This money is by way of a 
rent deposit which will be 
refunded to the tenant at the 
end of a lease term if all 
terms of the lease have been 
complied with. We do not 
believe the sum is 
unreasonable. 

“Mr Andrew Neal is a 
valued tenant in James 
Carter Road, Mildenhall, and 
we will be talking to him to 
try and resolve his concerns 
about the three months rent 
in advance policy.” 

Cllr Nigel Roman, the 
council’s deputy leader, said 
he would be happy to take 
up the issue on Mr Neal’s 
behalf. 


Guineas expansion 
back on the cards 


A SCHEME to extend a 
shopping centre is set to be 
revived. 

The new owners of New¬ 
market’s Guineas centre, 
Newmarket General Partner 
and Newmarket Nominee 
Ltd, have applied to extend 
the time limit on planning 
permission which was 
granted to the previous 
owners. 

The scheme, to build a 
1,486 sq metre shop unit on 
half the town’s Market 
Square, was shelved at the 
start of the recession by the 
previous owners. 

Planning permission 
granted in 2007 is about to 


expire. But the new owners 
want to extend the time 
limit which would allow the 
scheme to go ahead at some 
stage in the next five years. 

The scheme includes six 
permanent kiosks facing 
onto the Market Square, 
together with landscaping 
improvements to the rest of 
the square. 

The new owners took over 
the running of the centre 
after the previous owners 
went into administration 
last year. 

The new shop unit is set 
to be let to a single business 
whose identity has not been 
revealed.

TAKE a handful of 
singing, dancing knights, a 
killer rabbit, throw in some 
abusive French people and 
you’ve got a recipe for 
enduringly entertaining 
silliness. 

Lovingly ripped off... sorry, 
re-created for the stage ... 
Spamalot takes the wacky songs 
and characters of the classic 1975 
film Monty Python and the Holy 
Grail and gives them new life, 
while staying true to the spirit of 
this cult comedy classic. 

Written by Python stalwart 
Eric Idle (who also makes a 
virtual appearance in the show as 
God) and John DuPrez, 

Spamalot has been hailed as “a 
truly joyous and triumphant 
evening” by the Daily Express 
and “A knight to remember” - 
groan - by The Daily Telegraph. 
It also won the Tony Award for 
Best Musical on Broadway in 
2005. 

Spamalot follows King Arthur 
and his Knights of the Round 
Table as they embark on a quest 
to get their hands on the Holiest 
of Grails, accompanied by a bevy 
of beautiful - though not entirely 
historically accurate - showgirls. 
On the way, Sir Lancelot, Sir 
Galahad, Sir Bedevere and (not 
so) Brave Sir Robin find 


themselves up against a 
bombardment of baddies. 
Remember the homicidal Black 
Knight (“’Tis but a scratch!”) and 
the Knights Who Say “Ni”? 

Expect all your favourite songs 
too, including Knights of the 
Round Table and Always Look on 
the Bright Side of Life, together 
with plenty of all-round coconut- 
knocking, fish-slapping 
absurdity. 

The cast for the Cambridge 
performances includes: 

• Jodie Prenger (The Lady of 
the Lake). Prenger landed the 
role of Nancy in the West End 
revival of Oliver! after winning 


BBC reality show Id Do 
Anything. Spamalot is her first 
musical theatre appearance since 
finishing that show, for which she 
won the 2010 Whatsonstage 
Theatregoer’s Choice Award for 
Best Supporting Actress in a 
Musical. A regular presenter on 
TV and radio, she recently 
published her autobiography, My 
Story. 

• Phill Jupitus (King Arthur). 
The longest-serving member of 
the Never Mind the Buzzcocks 
team and one-time host of 
6Music’s breakfast show, Jupitus 
is also a playwright, actor, singer 
and football pundit. He regularly 


appears on QI and I’m Sorry I 
Haven’t a Clue and, since Ian 
Dury’s death, has made regular 
appearances as frontman of The 
Blockheads. 

• Todd Carty (Patsy). Carty is 
best know for four roles: loveable 
rogue Tucker Jenkins in Grange 
Hill and its spin-off, Tucker’s 
Luck, Mark Fowler in 
EastEnders, evil copper Gabriel 
Kent in The Bill - and Dancing 
on Ice's most disastrous skater to 
date.

ACCORDING to The X-Files, the 
truth is out there .. but you 
won’t find it in Simon Pegg and 
Nick Frost’s fantastical road 
movie. 

In the same way that Shaun Of 
The Dead gleefully gnawed the 
funny bone of the zombie horror 
genre, and Hot Fuzz took aim at 
the countryside cop drama, Paul 
impishly probes feelgood sci-fi 
adventure, ET: The Extra- 
Terrestrial. 

Spielberg’s alien was a cuddly 
creature, who just wanted to 
phone home, but he bears little 
resemblance to Pegg and 
Frost’s little grey man. Their 
visitor smokes pot, glugs beer 
and exposes his backside 
through the windscreen of a 
Winnebago. 

He uses invisibility as a defence 
mechanism and can magically 
re-animate the dead, providing 
the film with one of its funniest 
sequences. 

Director Greg Mottola’s 
adventure opens in 1947 
Wyoming with a spacecraft 
crash-landing on top of a red 
setter called Paul. 

Flashing forward to present day 
San Diego, best friends Graeme 
Willy (Simon Pegg) and Clive 


Gollings (Nick Frost) wander 
dumbstruck around the comic 
book and popular arts 
convention, Comic-Con before 
embarking on a road trip across 
America, stopping at locations 
associated with alien contact 
including Area 51, the 
Extraterrestrial Highway and the 
Black Mailbox. 

En route, Graeme and Clive 
encounter Paul (voiced by Seth 
Rogen), a potty-mouthed alien 
stranded on Earth, who is being 
hunted by mysterious special 
agent Zoil (Jason Bateman). The 
pals agree to help Paul return 
home, abducting Ruth (Kristen 


Wiig), the one-eyed daughter of 
Bible-bashing a trailer park 
owner. 

British audiences love the 
double act of Pegg and Frost - 
their natural chemistry and 
sharp comic timing compels us 
to back Graeme and Clive as 
they risk life and limb to deliver 
their other-worldly buddy to his 
mother ship. 

Rogen brings a roguish charm 
to his titular hero. 

Next to Shaun Of The Dead and 
Hot Fuzz, Paul does feel flat but 
Pegg and Frost paper over the 
cracks with nods and winks to 
sci-fi films.

Things are 
looking up 
for gardens 


A nyone visiting the major 

garden shows this year will 
no doubt see an array of 
vertical planting, featuring rich 
tapestries of plants in weird and 
wonderful structures. 

Indeed, vertical planting caught on 
several years ago, inspired by Frenchman 
Patrick Blanc, who has transformed many 
buildings’ facades into living art. 

This concept is ideal if you have 
limited space or simply want to hide an 
ugly wall or fence, and while some 
designs may seem impractical or too 
complex to construct, manufacturers are 
attempting to help with a number of 
options. 

You can now buy anything from simple 
black canvas pockets with a number of 
holes in them for the plants, which attach 
to the wall, to salad and herb vertical 
planters, living art frames displaying a 
combination of plants, and troughs which 
will house lush green plants over a wide

area of wall, equipped with water 
reservoirs which will provide a steady 
trickle to the plants as they need it. 

“Vertical planting has increased in 
popularity because it makes best use out 
of the urban garden where space is 
limited, while living walls are sustainable, 
eco-friendly, purify the air and reduce the 
heat in towns,” says Gillian Bond of 
Treebox, a living wall specialist. 

Felicity Waters, landscape architect at 
Garden Beet, says: “The larger the 
vertical garden the more complex it

becomes in terms of maintenance and 
installation. If you are going to install a 
garden above head height you need to 
think how you are going to water, weed 
and feed the plants. 

“Creating a living wall, say the size of a 
two-storey building, can look spectacular, 
but there is nothing worse than a dead 
living wall.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Trainer tributes 
as Jarvis says: 
I’m bowing out 


MICHAEL Jarvis, one of 
Newmarket’s longest- 
serving trainers, announced 
on Tuesday he is to retire 
because of ill health. 

The 72-year-old has had 
heart surgery and treatment 
for prostate cancer in recent 
years and his appearances 
on a racecourse have 
become less frequent. 

His assistant, Roger Varian, 
will take over the reins at 
Kremlin House, hopefully in 
time for the new Turf season 
next month. 

Jarvis will be best 
remembered for the exploits 
of multiple Group One 
winner Rakti, 1989 Prix de 
I’Arc de Triomphe hero 
Carroll House and Classic 
winners Ameerat and 
Eswarah. 

Jarvis has held a licence for 
43 years having had a short 
spell as a jump jockey. 

He was head groom to 
Towser Gosden and Gordon 
Smyth before taking out a 
licence in 1968. 

Fellow trainers were quick 
to make their appreciation 
of Jarvis known on the 
social networking website, 
Twitter. 

Ed Dunlop, who also trains 
at Headquarters, said: “Just 
read the very sad news that 
Michael Jarvis has 
announced his retirement, 


one of my heroes, a true 
gent and a great trainer”, 
while Roger Charlton added: 
"Very sorry to read that 
Michael Jarvis is to retire 
from training. I have the 
greatest respect for him, 
polite, clever, successful 
and kind."
